“This is hotter than India,” said a 
gentleman behind: the ‘counter of a 
prominent cigar store, on Fourth street, 
to an een, Post reporter who was 
buying a weed. 
“How do you make that out ?” 
„ mean qne suffers more from the 
heat as it now here than do the 
white people in India. I was in India 
nine ut in one of the Brit - 
ssh regiments stationed on duty there, 
and I know I have suffered more from 
the heat during the past three days 
in st. Louis than I ever did all the years 
I was in India. The reason 
is that the temperature, high 
as it is, is equable—it the year 
around from say from 110 to 120, and 
the system Ually becomes accus- 
rome bs to it, While here the changes 
are so sudden that in the extreme heat 
people are prosirated at once.” 

Row do thé white people m India 
keep cool?” . 

„The hot winds that blow there seem 
to come straight from a furnace, and to 
protect themselves from these winds, 
— of seaweed, called taties, are 
erected in front of all the doors, 
stretching in a sianti direction 
from the top of the door to the 
ground, and these taties are kept 
wet by the natives throwing water 
upon them all day long. Drafts of air 
are produced in the rooms by what 
they call punkahs, like the movable 
fans, — in motion by steam, that you 
see in the restaurant. Oaly the pun- 
kahs are about six feet long and three 
feet wide, and a native keeps pulling 
them, standing at one end, by means of 
a rope. Attached to the bottom of tne 

unkah are curtains, which sweep 

own within six inches of your face 
when you lie in bed. You find your 
bed; though, covered with bugs; you 
can sweep them off in hanéfnis. If 
ou clear the bed of them by pl 
it in the sun, you will find it cove 
the next morning the same as ever. 

„Are sunstrokes frequent?“ 

“Not as long as the men ars not on 
duty. From 6 a. m. until 4 p. m. it is 
dangerous to be out in the sun. During 
one march which my regiment made 
in 1858, about fifty men a day were 
struck in that regiment alone. A man 
would begin to langh, then to ery, and 
in fifteen minutes he would bea corpse. 
I have seen their skulls split open as if 
some one had struck them on the head 
with an ax, and you could see their 
brains boiling while the skull-itself be- 
came black. Very few men ever sur- 
vive a sunstroke, and if they do, it al- 
ways leaves its work on the mind.“
